Speed Limit to Growth of Hair 

Mr. Leonard Borwick's appeal against the 
decision of Mr. Justice Ridley^ who had sentenced 
him to a fine of £50 for wearing his hair an inch 
shorter than the regulation length, was heard 
last week before the Master of the Rolls, Lord 
Justice Fletcher Moulton, and Lord Justice 
Farwell, Counsel for the appellant contended 
that the statute only imposed a penalty for 
wearing hair longer than the authorised length, 
and that it was perfectly lawful for Mr. Borwick 
or any other musician to go as far^as he liked 
on the safe side. Mr. Rufus Isaacs, for the 
L.C.C., who had instituted the prosecution, 
denounced the absurdity of this view. Carried 
out to its logical extremity, it would allow bald 
pianists to profane concert rooms, (At this 
point, M. Paderewski, who was present in Court, 
was removed in a fainting condition.) The 
Master of the Rolls, in delivering judgment, said 
that the only way to secure the enforcement 
of the law according to the view of the prosecu- 
tion was to make every pianist wear a wig, 
which was unthinkable. The appeal was, 
therefore, allowed, andjjMr. Borwick left the 
court without a stain on nis cheveUire.
